An Ail for raijing a Sum, not exceeding Tivo 
Nbllions, upon a Fund for Payment of Annuities, after the Rate of Eight Pounds per 
Cent, per Annum ; and for fettling a Frade to the Eafl Indies -, it is amongft other 
't hings enafted, that all tite Monies, ariling by the Icvcral Duties upon Salt 
and Kock Salt, and upon Stampt Vellum, Parchment and Paper, in the faid 
Aft mentioned, lhall be brought and paid, in the Receipt of Jvxchcquer of Us, 
Our Heirs and Succeflors, in Manner and Form as in the faiti Aft is prcltri- 
bed, under certain Penalties therein mentioned j and that yearly and every 
Year, reckoning the Firll Year to begin from the Twenty- nintli Day of Sep- 
tembif.
